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Opinion of I he Supreme Court, delmKiud by 


Mr. Chief Jus/ice M A R S H A L L , 


January Term, 1832. 


Samuel A. Worcester vs. The State of Geo. 


This cause, in every point of view in 


which it can be placed, is of the deep- 
est interest. 


The defendant is a State, a member 


of the Union, which has exercised the 
powers of government over a People 
who deny its jurisdiction, and are un- 
der the protection of ihe United Si ales 


The plaintiff is a citizen of the State 


of Vermont, condemned to hard labor 
for four years in the penitentiary of 
Georgia, under color of an act which 
he alleges to be repugnant to the con- 
stitution, laws, and treaties, of the U. 
States. 


The legislative power of a State, the 


controlling power of the constitution 
and laws of the United Slaies, the 
rights, if they have any, the political ex- 
istence of a once numerous and power- 
ful People, the personal liberty of a cit- 
izen, are all involved in the subject now 
to be considered. 


It behooves this Court, in every case, 


more especially in ihis, to examine into 
its jurisdiction with scrutinizing eyes, 
befoie it proceeds to the exercise of a 
power which is controverted. 


The first step in ihe performance of 


this duty is the inquiry whether the re- 
cord is properly before ihe Court. 


It is certified by ihe Cierk of the 


Court which pronounced ihe judgment 
of condemnation under which the plain- 
tiffin error is imprisoned, and is also 
authenticated by the seal of the Court 
It is returned with, and annexed to a 
writ of error issued in regular form, 
the citation being signed by one of the 
Associate Justices of the 
Supreme 


Court, and served on the Governor and 
Attorney General of the Stale more 
than thirty days before the commence- 
ment of the term to which the writ of 
error was returnable. 


The Judicial act,* so far as it pre- 


scribes the mode of proceeding, ap- 
pears to have been literally pursued. 


In February, 1797, a rulef was made 


on this subject, in the following words : 
"It is ordered by the Court that the 
Clerk of the Court to which any writ of 
error shall be directed,may make return 
of the same by transmitting a true co- 
py of the record, and of all proceedings 
in the same, under his hand and the 
seal of the Court." 


This has been done. 
But the signa- 


ture of ihe Judge has not been added to 
that of the Clerk. 
The law does not 


require it. The rule does not require it 


In the case of Martin vs. Hunter's^ 


lessee, an exception was taken to the 
return of ihe refusal of ihe State Court 
to enter a prior judgment of reversal 
by ihis Court, because it was not made 
by the Judge of the Stale Court to 
which the writ was diiected ; but the 
exception was overruled, and the re- 
turn was held sufficient. 
In Bue! vs. 


Van Ness,§ also a writ of error to a 
Stale Court, the record was authentica- 
ted in the same manner. 
No excep- 


tion was taken to it. These were civ- 
il cases. 
But it has been truly said at 


the bar, ihat, in regard to this process, 
the law makes no distinction between a 
criminal and civil case. The same re-

Ifihesanc- 


"'Uon of the Court could be necessary for 


the establishment of this position, it has 
been silently given. 


McCulIoch vs. the State of Mary- 


land,]] was a fjn! (nm action, brought to 
recover a penalty, and the record was 
authenticated by the seal of the Conn 
and the signature of the Cierk. without 
thai of a Judge. 
Brown ct al. vs. the 


Slate of .Maryland, was an indictment 
for a fine and forfeiture. 
The record in 


this case,too, was authenticated by ihe 
seal of ihe Court and ihe certificate of 
the Clerk. 
The practice is both wavs. 


The record, then, according lo tin- 


Judiciary acl, and Ihe rule and practice 
of the Court, is regularly before us. 


The more impojlaiu inquiry is, does 


il exhibit a case cognizable bv ihis iri- 
bwnal ? 


The indictment charges the plaintiff 


333 error and others, beiiiij while per- 
son*,, \\\\\\ the offence of ••'residing uiih- 
in ihc limits of ihe Chemkee natiiui 
\vitboin a 15cense," and ^-without hiv- 
ing taken ihe -oath to support and de- 
fend the Constitution and laws of the 
Stale of Georgia-"' 


The defendant in the State Court ap- 


peared in proper person, and fiu-d the 
following' plea : 


"Ami the said Samuel A. WorcrsU r. 


in his own proper person, comes <ind 
&avs, that this court ou^hl not to take 
further cognizance of 
prosecution afoje^iJd. bee J"M*. he ss^s. 
that, on ihe 15'h day of Jijh. in trn 
year 2S3 3, lie va-. and st:31 is, ,5 resi- 
dent in the Cherokee n..iion ; and thjj 
the said <-uppos< d a inv: or ci lines, and 
each of ibem. were commr.ted, if coin- 
milted at all, at the town of New Echo- 
la, in the s;<i;l Cherokee nation, cul of 
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the jurisdiction of this court, and not 
in the county of Gw'mnett, or elsewhere 
w i t h i n the jurisdiction of this court: 
And this defendant saith, thai he is a 
citizen of the State of Vermont, one of 
the United Stales of America, and that 
he entered ihe aforesaid Cherokee na- 
tion, in the capacity of a d u l y authori- 
sed missionary of the American Board 
of Commissioners 
for Foreign Mis- 


sions, under the a u t h o r i t y of the Presi- 
dent of the United Slates, and has not 
since been required by him to leave it : 
t h a t he was, at the lime of his arrest, 
engaged in preaching the Gospel to 
the Cherokee Indians, and in tru'isla- 
ling the sacred Scriptures into their 
language, with ihe permission and ap- 
proval of the said Cherokee nation, and 
in accordance with the humane policy 
of the Government of the United Stales 
for the civilization and improvement of 
the I n d i a n s ; and that his residence 
there, for this purpose, is the residence 
charged in the aforesaid i n d i c t m e n t : 
and this defendant further saith, that 
this prosecution the State of Georgia 
ought not to have or maintai-'. because, 
he saith, that several treaties have, from 
time lo lime, been entered into between 
the United Stales and the Cherokee na- 
tion of Indians, to wit : at Hopeweil, on 
the 28th day of November, 1785; at 
Holston, on the 2d day of July, 1791 ; 
at Philadelphia, on the 26th day of 
June, 1794; at Tellico. on the 2d day-of 
October. 1798 ; at Tellico. on the 24th' 
day of October, 1S04; at Tellico, on 
the 25th day of October, 1805 ; at Tel- 
lico, on the 27th day of October, 1805; 
at Washington city, on the 7th day of 
January, 1S05 ; at Washington ciiy, on 
the 22d day of March, 1816; al the 
Chickasaw Council House, on the 14th 
day of September, 1816; at the Chero- 
kee Agency, on the 8th day of J u l y , 
1817; and at Washington city, on the 
22d day of February, 1819: all which 
treaties have been duly ratified "by the 
Senale of the United States of Ameri- 
ca ; and, by which treaties, the United 
States of America, acknowledge the 
said Cherokee Nation to be a Sover- 
eign Nation.authorised to govern them- 
selves, and all persons who have settled 
within their territory, free from any 
right of legislative interference by the 
several Stales composing the U. Slates 
of America, in reference to acts done 
within their own territory; and. by 
which treaties the whole of the territo- 
ry now occupied by the Cherokee Na- 
tion, on ihe east of the Mississippi, has 
been solemnly guarantied to them ; ail 
of which treaties are existing treaties at 
this day, and in full force. 
By these 


treaties, and particularly by the trea- 
ties of Hopeweil and Holston. the a- 
foresaid territory is acknowledged to 
lie without the jurisdiction of the sev- 
eral Stales composing the Union of the 
U. States; and it is thereby specially 
stipulated, that the citizens of the Uni- 
ted Stales shall not enter the aforesaid 
territory,even on a visit, without a pass- 
port from the Governor .of a State, or 
from some one dulv authorised" there- 
to, by the President of the U. States ; all 
of which \\ill more fully and al large 
appear, by reference" to the aforesaid 
treaties. 
And this defendant saith, 


thai the several acts charged in the bill 
of indictment, were clone, or omitted lo 
be done, if at ail, within the said terri- 
tory so recognized as belonging to ihe 
said nation, and so, as aforesaid, held 
by them, under the guaranty of the U. 
States: that, for tho.se acts, the defend- 
ant is not amenable to the laws of Geor- 
gia, nor lo the jurisdiction of the courts 
of the said State; and thai the laws of 
the Stale of Georgia, which profess to 
add ihe said territory to the several ad- 
jacent counties of the said Slate, and to 
extend the laws of Georgia over the 
said territory, and persons inhabiting 
the same ; and, in particular, the acl on 
which this indictment vs. this defend- 
ant is grounded, to wit: "An acl enti- 
tled an acl to prevent the exercise of 
assumed and aibitrary pov.er, by all 
persons, under pretext of authority 
from the Cherokee Indians, and t h < 5 r 
laws, EC lo prevent while persons from 
residing within thai parl of the ch ir 
lered HmU.sof Georgia, occupied by ihe 
Cherokee Indians, and to provide a 
guard for the protection of the gold 
mines, and to enforce the laws of th- 
Slate within the afuiesaid territory,'" 
are repugnant to the aforesaid treaties. 
w hirh, arcurding to the Constitution of 
tin: United States, compose a part of 
the .supreme law of ihe land ; and lh.il 
these J a w s of Georgia art-, therefore, 
uno-ustnuliwal. ^oid, and of no effect; 
iKjl ihe said l^ws of Georgia die also 


j'uii'Jiial and \oid. because thr) 
the obligation oj 


•arts formed h\ and 


entitled "An act to regulate trade and 
intercourse with the Indian tribes, and 
to preserve peace on ihe frontiers :'! and 
that, therefore, ihis court has no juris- 
diction to cause this defendant to make 
further or other answer to the said bill 
of indictment, or further to try and 
punish this clefendant'for the said sup- 
posed offence or offences alleged in the 
bill of indictment, or any of them :— 
And, therefore, this defendant prays 
j u d g m e n t whether he shall be held 
bound lo answer further to said indict- 
ment." 


This plea was overruled by the 


Court. 
And the prisoner, being ar- 


raigned, pleaded not guilty. 
The jury 


lound a verdict against him, and the 
Court sentenced him to hard labor in 
the penitentiary, for ihe term of four 
years. 


By overruling this plea, the Court 


decided that the matter it contained 
was not a bar lo the action. 
The plea, 


therefore, must be examined for the 
purpose of determining whether it 
makes a case which brings the party 
within the provisions of ihe 26th sec- 
lion of the "Act to establish judicial 
courts of the U. Stales.'3 


The. plea avers that ihe residence, 


charged in the indictment, was under 
the authority of the President of the U 
States, and with the permission and 
approval of the Cherokee nation. That 
the treaties subsisting between the U 
States and the Cherokees, acknowledge 
their right as a sovereign nation to go- 
vern themselves and all persons who 
have settled within their territory, free 
from any right of legislative interfer- 
ence by the several States composing 
the Untied Slaies of America. That 
the act under which ihe prosecution 
was instituted is repugnant to ihe said- 
treaties, and is, therefore, unconstitu- 
tional and void. 
That the said act is, 


also, unconstitutional ; because it inter- 1 
feres with, and attempts to regulate and ' 
control, the intercourse with '.he Cher- 
okee Nation, which belongs, exclusive- 
ly, to Congress; and, because, also, il j 
is repugnant to the statute of the Uni 
ted States, entitled "An act to regulate 
trade and intercourse with the Indian 
tribes, and to preserve peace on the 
frontiers." 


Let the averments of this plea be 


compared with the 25th section of the 
Judicial Act. 


That section enumerates the cases in 


which the final judgment or decree of a 
State Court may be revised in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States.— 
These are, "where is drawn in ques- 
tion the v a l i d i t y of a treaty, or statute 
of. or an authority exercised under the 
United States, and the decision is a- 
gainst their validity ; or where is drawn 
in question ihe \ a l i d i t y o! a statute of. 
or an aulhority extrcised under, any 
Stale, on the ground of their being re- 
pugnant to the Constitution, treaties, or 
laws of the United Slaies. and the de- 
cision is in favor of such their validity ; 
or where is drawn in question the con- 
struction of any clause of the Constitu- 
tion, or of a treaty, or .statute of, or 
commission held under, the U. States, 
and the decision is against the tiiie, 
right, privilege, or exemption, special- 
ly set up 01-claimed by either party, un- 
der such clause of the said Constitu- 
tion, treaty, .statute, or commission." 


The indictment and plea, in this 


case, draw in question, we think, the. va- 
lidity of the trealie-. made by the Uni 
led States with ihe Cherokee Indians 
If nol so, their consmiclion is certainly 
drawn in question; and the decision 
has been, if nol against iheir validity— 
''against the right, privilege, or exemp 
lion,~.specially set up and claimed tin- 
der them 
Thev also draw into 


kee nation on the first day of March 
next, or at any time thereafter, w i t h o u t 
a license or permit from his Excellency 
the Governor, or from such agent as 
his Excellency the Governor shall au- 
thorize to grunt such permit or license, 
and who shall nol have taken the o.uh 
hereinafter required, shall be g u i l t y of 
a high misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, b h a l l lie punished by 
confinement lo the penitentiary, al hard 
labor, for a term not less than four 
years." 


The l l t h section authorises ihc Go- 


vernor, "should he deem ii necessary 
for ihe protection of the mines, or the 
enforcement of the laws in force within 
the Cherokee Nation, to raise and or- 
ganize a guard," !kc. 


The 
13th section enacts, "that the 


said guard, or any member of them, 
shall be, and they are hereby, authori- 
sed and empowered to arrest any per- 
son legally charged with or detecled in 
a violation of ihe laws of ihis Slate, and 
to convey, as soon as practicable, the 
person so arrested, before a justice of 
the peace, judge of the superior, or jus- 
tice of inferior court of this State, to be 
cleu-ll with according lo law." 


The extra territorial power of every 


Legislature being limited in its action, 
to its own citizens or subjects, the very 
passage of this acfis an assertion oi'ju- 


i isdictiun over the Cherokee Nation, 
and of the rights and powers ^conse- 
quent on jurisdiction. 


The first step, then, in the inquiry 


which the constitution and laws impose 
on this Court, is an examination oi the 
rightfulness of this claim. 


America, separated from Europe by 


a wide ocean, was inhabited by a dis- 
tinct People, divided inio separate na- 
tions, independent of each other and of 
the rest of the world, having institu- 
tions of their own, and governing them- 
selves by their own laws. 
It is diffi- 


cult to comprehend the proposition, 
that the inhabitants of either quarter of 
the globe could have rightful original 
claims of dominion over the inhabit 
ants of the oilier, or over the lands they 
occupied; or that the discovery of eith- 
er by the otliur should give the discov- 
erer rights in the country discovered, 
which annul the pre-existing rights of 
its ancient possessors 


After lying concealed for a series of 


ages, tile enterprise of Europe, guided 
by nautical science, conducted some of 
her adventurous sons into this West- 
ern world. Thev found it in posses- 
sion of a people who had made small 
progress in agriculture or manufac- 
tures, ant! whose general employment 
was war, hunting, and fishing. 


Did these jifiventurers, by sailing a- 


lotig the coast, and occasionally land- 
ing on ii, acquire for the several Gov- 
ernments to whom they belonged, or 
by whom they were commissioned, a 
rightful property in the soil, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific; or rightful do- 
minion over the numerous people who 
occupied i t ? 
Or 
hrjs nature, or the 


great Creator of all things, conferred 
their rights over hunters and fisher- 
men, or agriculturists and manufactu- 
rers ? 


But 
power, war. conquest, 
give 


rights which, after possession, are con- 
ceded by the world, and which can nev- 
er be controverted by lho.se on whom 
they descend. 
We proceed, then, to 


the actual slate of things, having glan- 
ced at their origin ; because holding it 
in our recollection might bhed -some 
light on existing pretensions. 


The great maritime powers of Eu- 


rope discovered and visited diflereni 
parts oi this continent at nearly the 
.same lime. 
The object wa.s too im- 


queslion ihe validity of a statute of the 
Slate of Georgia, uon the ground ol its 
being repugnant lo the ConsUtutiou, 
treaties, and laws of the Uuiied Stales, 
and the decision is in favor of itb valid- 
ity." 


It is, then, we think, too clear for 


controversy, thai ihe acl of Cougrcvs. 
by which lliis Court is constituted, has 
gncn il the power, and, of course, im- 
posed on 51 the duly, of exert isin^ ju- 
risdiction in ihis Ca-^e. 
This duly. \ of 


however unpleasant, cannol be avoided. 
Those v. 3io iilJ the judicial 
have no discretion in se" 
jecls to be brought befoie them. 
We 


iniisi'cxaminc ihedelcijce set up in this 
plea. W« must inquire and decade 
•whether the act of the Legislature ol 
Georgia, under which the plaintnTjn 
error 3ias in-en prosecuted and con 
ilemned, be consistent v.hh, or repug- 
nant lo, the Constitution, taws, and 
luvJH'.s. of tl,e Uin't-d Slates.

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Tiie relation between the Europeans 


and the natives was determined" in each 
case by the 
particular Government 


which asserted and could maintain this 
pre-emption privilege in the particular 
place. 
The United States succeeded 


to all the cKiims of Great Britain, both 
territorial and political ; but no attempt, 
so far as is k n o w n , has been made to 
enlarge them. 
So far as they existed 


merely in theory, or were in their na- 
ture only exclusive of the claims of 
other European nations, they still re- 
tain their original character, and re- 
main dormant. 
So far as they have 


been practically exerted, they exist in 
tact, are understood by both parties, are 
asserted by one, and admitted by the 
other. 


Soon after Great Britain determined 


on planting colonies in America, the 
king granted charters to companies of 
his subjects, who associated for the 
purpose of carrying the views of the 
crown into effect, and of enriching 
themselves. 
The first of these char- 


ters was made before possession was 
taken of any part of the country. — 
They purport generally to convey the 
soil, from the Atlantic to the South, 
Sea. 
This soil was occupied by nu- 


merous and warlike nations, equally 
willing and able lo defend their posses- 
sions. 
The extravagant and absurd 


idea, that the feeble settlements made 
on the sea coast, or the companies un- 
der whom they were made, acquired 
legitimate power by them to govern 
the people, or occupy the lands from 
sea to sea, did not enter the mind of a- 
n y man. They were well understood to 
convey the title which, according to the 
common law of European sovereigns 
respecting America, they might right- 
fully convey, and no more. This was 
the exclusive right of purchasing such 
lands as the natives were willing to sell. 
The crown could not be understood to 
grant what the crown did not affect to 
claim, nor was it so understood. 


The power of m a k i n g war is confer- 


red by these charters on the colonies, 
l)ii t flcfotislue 
war alone seems to have 


been contemplated. In the first char- 
ter to ihe first and second colonies, 
they are empowered, "for their several 
defences 
to encounter, expul.se, repel, 


and resist, all persons who shall, with- 
o u t license/' attempt to inhabit "within 
the said precincts and limits of the said 
several colonies, or shall enterprise, or 
attempt at any time hereafter, the least 
detriment or annoyance o! the said se- 
veral colonies or plantations." 


The charter to Connecticut 
con- 


cludes a general power to make defen- 
sive war with these terms: "and upon 
just causes to invade and destroy the na- 
tives. or other enemies of the said col- 
ony." 


The same power, in the same words, 


is conferred on the Government of 
Kb ode Island. 


This power to repel invasion, 
and, 


upon just cause, to invade and destroy 
the natives, authorizes offensive as well 
as defensive war. but only "on just 
cause.*' 
The very terms imply the ex- 


istence of a country to be invaded, and 
of an enemy v/ho has given just cause 
of war. 


The charter of William Per.n con- 


tains the following recital : "and be- 
cause, in so remote a country, near so 
many barbarous nations, the incursions, 
as well of the savages themselves as of 
other enemies, pirates, and robbers, 
may probably be feared, therefore we 
have given," kc. The instrument then 
co:iierb the power of war. 


These !j:trbar«>u.s nations whose in- 


cursions were 
feared, 
and to repel 


whose excursions the power to make 
war wa.s given, were surely not coiibid- 
eJ-d as ihe subj'-cts of Perm, or occupy- 
ing his lands during his pleasure. 


The .same clause is introduced into 


the charter to Lord Baltimore. 


The charier lo Georgia professes to

Mr. SI'KAKKH : Permit me to join my 


voice to that of the many, who have al- 
ready m'mgled in this discussion-— 
There is a kind of immortality associa- 
ted with whal may be deemed the per- 
ishable part of this mighty theme ; and 
he who speaks of the venerated remains 
of Washington must catch something 
of inspiration; and feel himself eleva- 
ted to the loftiest purposes of our na- 
ture. 
Twice has this question come 


before this House ; twice w i t h o u t a dis- 
senting voice. 
Once, soon after the 


death of the illustrious Father of his 
country covered the nation with mour- 
ning; and once, when, a few years ago, 
enquiry was made here, concerning the 
most appropriate method of carrying 
inlo effect the arrangement originally 
made between ihe bereaved family, and 
the national Government. 
I f l h a l ai- 


rangemenl of piety and patriotism can- 
not, now, be consummated with equal 
u n a n i m i t y ; nothing surely need fall in 
the way of performing it, under the ex- 
ercise of our purest and best feelings. 


In this conlroversy of patriotism, a- 


mong great Slates, conceining their 
respective interests in this question, it 
may be thought, concerning one. geo- 
graphically so inconsiderable as Rhode 
Island, thai silence might more become 
her Representatives in this Mouse, than 
any, the most perfect form of speech 
Sir, in any arduous passage ol arms. 
in any intricate question of council, 
Washington himself in his lime did not 
so decide. 
Nor 
will one man in this 


Hall very severely censure my wish to 
be heard on this occasion ; if he call lo 
mind, lhat he, who. in ihe darkest hour 
of revolutionary conflict, stood, in the 
eslimation of ihe nation, and of lhal il- 
lustrious man, next to himself, was a 
native of that State. 
There was, there 


was a time, sir, when this man was the 
property of his whole country. 
If I 


look back towards the beginning of life, 
memory is in a moment filled w i t h 
bright, and JOYOUS recollections, of thai 
time, when, even in ihe distant, and 
humble neighborhood of my birth, the 
lessons of youth, and of childhood. 
when the very songs of the cradle, were 
the deeds, 'the glory, ihe praises ol 
Washington. 


Think you, sir, that these teachings 


have ceased in the land ; that these feel- 
ings are dead in our country? 
What 


then do we hear from the gentleman 
from South Carolina, (Mr. McDuflie ?) 
Cannot we, who regard the buried re- 
mains of the great Father of our coun- 
try, so as the earthly remains of no oth- 
er mortal man, are. or can be regarded ; 
cannot we, awed, and subdued as we 
are, with gratitude, with more than fil- 
ial piety, cannot we approach the hal- 
lowed repository, and roll back ihe 
stone from the door of ihe sepulchre, 
without ihe guilt of sacrilege ? Can- 
not his country remove Ihe remains ol 
this great Founder of it; and carry 
them in solemn procession, accompani- 
ed by all ihe rites of religion, and all 
the sanciity of its ministers: and, final- 
ly, deposit them, in ihe national ceme- 
tery, provided for that purpose, under 
th'e foundation of this building; which 
thenceforth shall be, not only the lem- 
ple of freedom, legislation and justice 
but 
also the 
august mausoleum ol 


Washington? 
Who, sir, who of Un- 


civilized world will, while these rever 
ential movements are performing, who 
will point his finger al these solcmni 
tics; and cull them a mere pageant ? 


It is the feeling, sir, the purpose ol 


the persons, and not the place, or lh<: 
subject, which renders their deed pious 
or profane. 
Can we never again, with- 


out sacrilege, look into the dark house 
of those, so dear to us, until they, burst- 
ing the cerements of the tomb, are 
clothed with immortality I 
How often 


does the piety of children, how often 
tht anxious affection of parents, induce 
them to remove the remains of endear 
ed relatives, lo places of more appro- 
priate sepulture? 
How often do na- 


tions remove to their own countries, 
from distant foreign lands, the bones oi 
their illustrious dead ? Was it .sacri- 
lege in the Hebrews, when migralini 
from Egypt, to take from the consecra- 
ted catacomb, or pyramid, where for 
centuries they had boon deposited, the 
bones of the illustrious founder of one oi 
their fa»rnlics,and the preserver of i hem 
all; and bearing them from the popu- 
lous valley of the Nile, thr k-arnrd ami 
luxurious realm of the Pharaohs, th< 
scene of all his glory, that they nu^b 
carry them to a land of rocks k mo5.ni 
tains; and render his burial-place OIK 
of the eternal monuments of their coun- 
try ! So it has continued ; and at ihi 
day it is, by the dwellers on ihe hill 01 
the plain, pointed out to the traveller, as 
the tomb of Joseph the Patriarch, 


Sir, what man is there, who does not 


shudder with horror, when he is told, 
lhal, not many years ago, a felonious 
gardener of the late prop? ietor of Mount 
Vernon, conceived the sacrilegious pro- 
ject of plundering the family cemetery 
of those sacred remains, and of trans- 
porting lo Europe the bones of Wash- 
ington, and there offer tlvcir, for sale, as 
relics, to the disciples, or the fanatics 
of freedom in the Old World. 
Procu- 


ring a fal&c, or purloining the true key, 
he entered the tomb ; but, in the dark- 
ness of the night, and under the excite- 
ment of a horror, natural to the deed, 
he bore away those of another, by mis- 


lake, and left the hallowed bones of him 
whose country would now with filial pi- 
•ty place these sacred remains, perfect- 
y secured, in a great national mausole- 
im, under ihe eye,and in the safe keep- 
ng of all future generations. 


We are told, that the last will and 


testament of Washington points out 
the place, and directs the manner of his 
interment; and if we remove his bones 
from their present repository, we shall 
violate that will, and set at diTunce 
principles held sacred by all civilized 
nations. 
Did indeed, then, this great 


man by his will prohibit this nation 
from doing honor to his remains, by 
placing them in a mausoleum,more suit- 
able to his illustrious life, and to ihe 
gratitude of the American People?— 
He, like all Christian men, directed by 
his last will, that his body should have 
Christian b u r i a l ; and prescribed 
the 


manner, and named the place, selected 
for that purpose. 
How shall we ex- 


pound that will ? 
It has been expound- 


ed for us; and that loo. by one who was 
the partner of bis perils and triumphs, 
his labors and councils. One, who sha 
red with him all which life could fcive 
—and stood by him in the hour of dis- 
solution. 
Think you, thai she would 


have violated his will ; and that, too, in 
the beginning of her bereavement; in 
the first dark hours of her earthly deso- 
lation ? "Taught by his great exam- 
ple." she gave up those endeared re- 
mains, at the call of her country. 
For 


to her, as in life to him, the- nation was 
their family ; the whole People were 
their children. 
What man in the na- 


tion can believe, that this distinguish- 
ed woman,alike beloved and honored tjy 
a whole people, would have gi,ven her 
consent to the removal, requested by 
the whole Congress in 1799, if she had 
believed, what ihe gentleman from S. 
Carolitfa now tells us, lhat such remo- 
val would have violaled bis last will, Sc 
been a sacrilege committed againsl the 
sanctuary of the tomb ? 


Sir, how often has the attention of the 


nation been called to this ^reat consum- 
mation, so devoutly wished by all the 
people ? 
How often has the arrange- 


ment of 1799 come to Ihe public ear, 
from lhat estimable man, the grandson 
of lhat illustrious matron ! How often 
have we heard from him, not in the 
words of rebuke, which were merited; 
no, nor of complaint, which he might 
justly ulter; but in language of deep 
and heartfelt regret, that the bones of 
Washington 
were 
mouldering into 


dust, at a distance from that Mausole 
um, which the gratitude of his country 
had, already," prepared for them ! 
It 


cannot, then, sir, it cannot be said, that 
the consent of the family will be want- 
ed, for us to do,what seems to have been 
.so long, and so earnestly desired by 
them. 


I cannot, sir, join in the pious incan- 


tation of some gentlemen, who would, 
in imaginalion, call up the mighty dead, 
and put them to inquisition, concerning 
these obsequies. 
Who, i! he mi^ht, 


would bring back from ihe,blessedness 
of heavKii, lo ihe cares of earth, one pu- 
rified spirit; or, f o r a moment, inter- 
rupt the felicities of those realms of re- 
ality, by any thing of all that which a- 
gitates human feelings, in this region ol 
dust and shadows ? Permit me to learn 
from his life, what his country may. 
with propriety, do with his remains af- 
ter his death. 
When that immortal 


soul, now as we trust in bea'.itude, in 
habited and animated his mortal part, 
where was the place, what was ihe ser- 
vice, lo which the voice of his country 
called him, and he was not there ? In 
the toils of war, in the councils of peace, 
he was, soul and body, devoted to that 
people, whom belabored through life, 
to unite and build up into one great na- 
tion. 
Should that body, think you, sir. 


at this time be less at the service of his 
country, than when, alive with the im- 
perishable soui, it was Washington, 
and walked the world for human wel- 
fare ? 
If his whole life does tell us. 


that he placed himself at the call of his 
country, then truly where should all. 
lhat remains of him, be finally found, 
but there, wh-ic the same voice would 
place them ? 


We would not, in the language of the 


gentiem ui from Soulh Carolina, rai>e 
over him *4a pyramid, a monument, like 
ihe eternal mountains.-- 
No, sir, thr 


folly of am icnl ambition has perished 
from the eanh, while these mominirnls 
of it still stand unshaken upon hs sur- 
face. 
This House, we trust, will en- 


dure as 3o»£ as this Nation endures — 
Let this be ihe Mausoleum of Wash- 
ington. 
We would pbcc his remains*, 


in ihe cemetery, built for that purpuse. 
under the centre of lhat dome which 
coAcrs the Hoinndo. 
Directly over 


this or, that floor, according to the rrs 
olution, tw<> years ago, sub-wilted to 
this Homse, we would erect a pcdc.>m- 
an statue of that suaii, suJKiciently co- 
lossal. & placed 033 a pedestal, so'high 
and ma^sy, as nii^ht be umpired to fill, 
ami satisfy the ryr, in the centre of thai 
broad and lofty room, which, prnbjhly. 
has no equal in the architecture of tin- 
world. 


The ever-daring marble will give to 


coming generations the form and the 
features of Washington ; and the trav- 
eller of future ages shall learn where he 
may find his tomb. This House, ilm 
Mausoleum of one, who, prospered by 
Divine assistance, performed more for 
his country, for the human race, than 
any other mere mortal, shall be a place 
of pilgiimage for all nations. Hither 
will come the brave, the wise, the good, 
from every part of our country; not to 
worship, but to gaze on the form, to 


stand by the sepulchre, and to relume 
the light of patriotism, at ihe monu- 
ment of Washington. 


We must, w i t h deep and anxious re 


grel, have perceived that Virginia pre- 
fers her separate and exclusive claim 
to these venerated remains 
ll will ne- 


ver be forgotten thai Washington was 
a son of lhat distinguished State. 
Is 


not this honor enough to fill ihe ambi- 
tion of any people, of any region of our 
earth ? 
Why so avaricious of his glo- 


ry, which, like lhal of ihe sun, falls with 
no diminished brightness on one re- 
gion, beeause it shines on a thousand 
others. 
She needs it not. 
She will 


slill have sons enough, warmed with 
noble ambition, lo perfect and preserve 
the fabric of her glory. 
Washington 


was born and lived for his country.— 
Let the mighty base of his fame ex- 
tend to his country, his united country, 
and to every part of it. 
Then shall the 


young,and the aspiring,in every region 
of oui' land, and throughout all alter 
generations, no mailer whelher of h u m - 
ble or elevated origin, read the history 
of the greal and the j^ood ; here they 
shall see by what monumental honors 
his country has consecrated his name; 
jnd thus, he, who lived the most per- 
lecl man of one age, shall become ihe 
great and enduring model for all future 
lime. 


Let me, then, in behalf of our com- 


mon country, implore Virginia, and 
ihe distinguished sons of Virginia, now 
in this Hall, to look to a consumma- 
tion of the great arrangement of 1799. 
I do entreat them now to recollect, and 
regard the u n a n i m i t y of a no less dis- 
tinguished delegation, then, as worthy 
of all imitation. Let Virginia, 
"the 


f r u i t f u l mother of heroes and states- 
men." not disregard the memory of her 
mosl illustrious matron, who, at the 
call of her country.surrendered her own 
i n d i v i d u a l and peculiar affection, to the 
feelings of a glorious patriotism. 


At first, I confess, it did appear to me 


that there might be something, in the 
removal of these remains, inappropri- 
ate to a birth-day celebration. It is not 
so 
These two days, that of his birth, 


and that of this celebration, are separ- 
ated by the whole duration of a h u n - 
dred years. 
Between these two points, 


what a tide of events has rolled over the 
world! 
When the eye of recollection 


looks back inwards that Birth day mor- 
ning, whal a succession of benefits, 
blessings, glories, seem to have been 
lighted up by lhat auspicious Sun !— 
Our Independence, Insiitutions, Gov- 
ernment, with all their concomitant ex- 
cellencies, we behold ; and, in all, the 
mighty agency of Washington ! He 
seems to stand on earth among us. in 
the midst of his achievements.to receive 
our gratitude, and to witness his own 
fame 
Nothing, unless we carry in pro 


cession these mouldering remains, can 
bring us back to a perception of out 
common allotment, and teach us to re- 
alize his and our own mortality. 
In the 


midst of our gratulalions, lhat such a 
man was born, we shall have before out 
eyes ihe memorial that such a man has 
died ; and the joys of ihis Centennia 
Birth-day, shall be chastened bv those 
teachings of wisdom, which remind us 
that no h u m a n life, no sublunary good 
can endure forever. 


Let us then be permitted to hope 


thai this nation may now, at last, dis- 
charge its high obligation lo that ven 
erated family, by doinij appropriate 
honors to the remains of this most il- 
lustrious man; so that, hereafter, tin. 
filial piety of no son or daughter of A- 
merica, may be agitated with the anx- 
ious fear, that some felonious hand ma\ 
violate the sanctuary of his tomb, am! 
give to a foreign land the glory of be- 
in$£ the Mausoleum of Washington.

The actual state of things, and the 


practice of European nations, on so 
much of the American continent as lies 
between the Mississippi and the A t l a n - 
tic, explain their claims und the char- 
ters they granted. 
Their pretensions 


u n a v o i d a b l y interfered w i t h each oth- 
er ; though the discovery of one was ad- 
mitted by all to exclude the claim of a- 
ny n'.her. the extent of lhat discovery 
was the subject of unceasing contest.— 
Bloody conllicts arose between them, 
which gave importance and security to 
the neighboring nations. 
Fierce and 


warlike in their character, they might 
be 
formidable enemies, or 
effective 


friends. 
Instead of rousing t h e i r re- 


sentments, by asserting claims to their 
lands, or lo dominion over their per- 
sons, their alliance was sought by flat- 
tering professions, and purchased by 
rich presents. The, English, the French 
and the Spaniards, were e q u a l l y com- 
petitors for their friendship and their 
aid. 
Not well acquainted with the ex- 


act meaning of words, nor supposing 
it to be material whether they were cal 
led the subjects, or the children of their 
father in Europe; lavish in professions 
of duly, and afj'eciion, in return for ihe 
rich presents they received ; so long as 
their actual independence was u n t o u c h - 
ed, and their right lo self governmeni 
acknowledged, they were w i l l i n g to 
profess 
dependence on 
the 
Power 


which furnished supplies of w h i c h they 
were in absolute need, and restrained 
dangerous 
intruders from 
entering 


their c o u n t r y : and this was probably 
the sense in which the term was under- 
stood by them. 


Certain it is, that our history f u r n - 


ishes no example, front the first settle- 
ment of our country, of any attempt, on 
the part of the crown, to inter-fere with 
the internal affairs of the Indians, far- 
ther than to keep out (he ageuis of for- 
eign Powers, who, as iraders or other- 
wise, might seduce them into foreign 
alliances. 
The King purchased their 


lands when they were willing lo sell, at 
a price they were willing to take ; but 
never coerced a surrender of ihem.— 
He also purchased their alliance and 
dependence by subsidies; but never in 
truded into ihe interior of their affairs, 
oi' interfered with their self government. 
so far as respected themselves only. 


The general views of Great Britain, 


•with regard to the Indians, were de- 
tailed by Mr. Stuart, superintendent of 
Indian affairs, in a speech delivered at 
Mobile, in the presence of several per- 
sons of distinction, soon after ihe peace 
of 1763. 
Towards the conclusion lie 


says, "lastly, I inform you that it is the 
King's order to til his Governors and 
subjects to treat the Indians with jus- 
tice and humanity, and to forbear all 
encroachments on the territories alloi- 
ted to them ; accordingly «ll individu- 
als are prohibited from purchasing any 
of your lands ; but as you know, thai 
your while brethren cannot feed you 
vhen you visit them, unless you give 
them grounds to plant, il is expected 
that you will cede lands lo ihe King for 
that 
purpose. - But, 
whenever 
you 


shall be pleased to surrender any of 
your territories to his majesty, il must 
be dene, for the future, at a public meet- 
ing of your nation, when the governors 
of the provinces, or the superiniendent 
shall be present, and obtain ihe consent 
of all your people. 
The boundaries of 


your hunting grounds will he accurate- 
ly fixed, and no settlement permitted lo 
be made upon them. 
As you may be 


assured lhat all treaties with you will 
be faithfully kept, so it is expected that 
you, also, will be. careful strictly to ob- 
serve them." 


The proclamation issued by the King 


of Great Britain, in 1763, soon after 
the ratification of the articles of peace, 
forbids the governors of any of the col- 
onies to grant warrants of survey ; or 
pass patents upon any lands whatever, 
which not having been ceded to. or 
purchased by us (the King) as afore- 
said, are reserved to the said Indians. 
or any of them. 


The proclamation proceeds "and we 


do further declare il 10 be our royal will 
and pleasure, for ihc present, as afore- 
said, lo reserve, under our sovereignty, 
protection, and dominion, for the use 
of the said Indians, all the lands and 
territories'7 "lying to the westward of 
the sources of the rivers which fail into 
the sea, from the west and nortiiuesi as] 
aforesaid: and we do hereby «.:i icily 
forbid, on pain of our displeasure, 'all 
our loving subjects from nanking any 
purchases or settlement whatever, or 
taking possession «f any of the lands a- 
bove reserved, without our sprd.j] 


the Oubachc, the proclamation orders 
such persons to quil these countries 
w i t h o u t delay. 


Such was the policy of Great Bri- 


t a i n towards the Indian nations inhab- 
i t i n g the t e r r i t o r y from which she ex- 
cluded all other Europeans; such her 
claims, and such her practical exposi- 
tion of the charters she had granted : 
she considered them as nations capable 
of m a i n t a i n i n g the relations of peace 
and war; of governing themselves, un- 
der her protection ; and she nude trea 
ties w i t h them, the obligation of which 
she acknowledged. 


This was tin: settled state of things 


when the war of our He volution com- 
menced. The influence of our enemy 
was established ; her resources enabled 
her to keep up that i n f l u e n c e ; and the 
colonists had m u c h cause for the ap- 
prehension thai 
the I n d i a n 
nations 


w o u l d , as the allies of Great Britain, 
add their arms to hers. 
This, as was 


to be expected, became an object of 
great solicitude lo Congress. Far from 
advancing a claim l o i h e i r lands, or as- 
serting an 
rii»ht 
dominion over 


them. Cmigress resolved "that I he se- 
curing and preserving t h e friendship 
of the I n d i a n nations, appears to be a 
subject of the utmost moment to these 
colonies." 


The early journals of Congress exhi- 


bit t h e most anxious desire lo concili- 
ate the I n d i a n nations. 
Three I n d i a n 


departments were established ; & cum 
missioners appointed in each, "to treat 
with the Indians in t h e i r respective de- 
partments, in the name and on behalf 
of t h e u n i t e d colonies, in order to pre- 
serve peace and 
friendship with I he

tions " 


The most strenuous exertions were 


made to procure those supplies on 
which I n d i a n friendship was supposed 
to depend, & every tiling which might 
excite hostility was avoided.

Delawares, in September. 1773.
